V.       Director  Report-Update  on  the  Status  of  the  Day  Labor  Contract:  Mr.  Pham  has  worked 

closely  with  Bill  Lee,  City  Administrator  to  issue  the  RFP  for  the  Day  Labor  Program  on  August 
23,  2004.  He  also  worked  closely  with  the  City  Attorney's  office  &  Gary  Wong  with  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  to  create  a  review  panel.  There  are  five  members  of  the  review  panel  to 
assist  the  City  in  the  selection  process.  The  review  process  ended  last  October  15*  at  5  p.m.  Mr. 
Pham  tally  the  score  of  each  proposal  and  the  scoring  sheets  have  been  reviewed  and  approved 
by  the  Human  Rights  Commission.  On  October  29*,  Mr.  Lee  made  the  announcement  that  the 
City  will  intent  to  negotiate  the  contract  agreement  with  La  Raza  Centro  Legal.  Mr.  Pham  is 
assisting  Mr.  Lee's  office  to  negotiate  a  performance-based  contract.  The  draft  of  the  contract 
currently  being  reviewed  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  in  the  same  time,  he  is  also 


submitting  the  Professional  Service  Contract  to  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  &  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  their  approval.  Mr.  Pham  anticipates  that  the  new  contract  v/ill  not  be  in 
place  until  the  third  week  of  January  or  the  beginning  of  February  of  2005.  The  amount  for  the 
contract  is  $148,500.00  the  city  decided  to  cut  back  by  10%  on  the  contract.  The  Commission 
will  be  monitoring  the  day-to-day  program  &  the  right  to  inspect  them  on  site.  The  DLP  needs 
to  send  the  commission  records  of  the  program.  We  will  make  sure  that  they  are  providing 
services  to  the  immigrants  before  we  pay  for  the  bill.  The  Commission  will  have  a  report  form 
for  them  to  fill  out.  Both  parties  have  set  the  goals  and  it  has  been  approved  by  the  City 
Attorney's  office.  Commissioner  Escobedo  suggested  inviting  the  Director  to  attend  the  next 
meeting  &  have  them  on  the  agenda  for  discussion/action  item. 

Information  Related  to  the  Immigration  Issues:  Mr.  Pham  received  a  notice  fi-om  Department  of 
Home  Land  Security,  that  the  US  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services  announced  that  it  has  received 
enough  H-2B  petitions  to  meet  this  year's  congressional  mandated  cap  of  66,000  new  workers.  After 
Jan.  3,2005,  they  will  not  accept  any  new  petitions  subject  to  the  FY  2005  annual  cap. 
President  Bush's  immigration  proposal:  President  Bush's  plan  to  liberalize  the  nation's  immigration 
laws  to  allow  millions  of  undocumented  workers  the  opportunity  for  legal  status  appears  to  be  on  a 
collision  course  with  newly  aroused  sentiment  among  House  Republicans  pushing  for  a  crackdown  on 
illegal  immigration. 

Renewal  date  expires  for  visa  that  lets  Hondurans,  Nicaraguans  stay  in  US:  As  of  January  3,  2005, 
the  immigration  officials  said  roughly  47,000  people  fi-om  two  Central  American  countries  had  reapplied 
for  temporary  protection  status.  This  renewal  will  allow  the  applicants  to  remain  legally  in  the  US  for  a 
short  of  period. 

Special  Immigration  Information  Regarding  Different  Visa  Status:  This  afternoon,  I  received  the 
information  package  from  Sally  Kinoshita,  Staff  Attorney  of  the  Immigrant  Legal  Resources  Center 
(ILRC)  about  the  different  visa  status.  As  you  know  on  behalf  of  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission,  I 
have  been  working  closely  with  Eric  Cohen,  Sally  Kinoshita  and  other  at  the  Immigrant  Legal  Resources 
Center  in  a  number  of  issues  such  as:  Deportation  issues  involved  with  the  Southeast  Asian  juveniles, 
citizenship  education,  backlog  at  the  SF  District  Office  of  Citizenship  &  Immigration  Services,  etc. 
Recently,  Eric  Cohen,  Legal  Director  of  the  ILRC  has  invited  me  to  represent  the  IRC  to  be  a  part  of  the 
monthly  liaisons  meeting  with  the  Office  of  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services.  This  is  an  important 
meeting  to  raise  the  concerns  and  issues  with  the  officials  of  the  immigration  services.  Mr.  Pham 
suggested  inviting  David  Still  to  address  concerns  from  the  Commissioners. 

Translator  Services  for  Immigrant  Residents:  On  December  20*,  Mr.  Pham  had  been  contacted  by 
Samara  Marion  of  the  Office  of  Citizens  Complaints  to  assist  her  and  her  office  regarding  the  draft  of 
the  translator  services  for  the  non-English  speaking  residents.  He  provided  the  Commissioners  with  a 
draft  and  asked  them  to  review  it  &  forward  him  any  feedback  on  January  28,  2005. 
Other  meetings  and  activities:  On  December  2"**,  He  met  with  Bill  Slotnik,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Community  Training  and  Assistance  Center  (CTAC).  CTAC  is  a  well-knovm  organization  provides 
technical  assistance  to  many  community  based  organizations,  coalitions  and  public  institutions, 
annually.  CTAC  is  particularly  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  disfranchised  groups.  In  response  to  the 
severity  of  problems  confronting  the  immigrant,  low-income  famihes,  CTAC  ahs  intensified  fraining 
efforts  to  respond  to  the  increasing  needs  of  the  most  severely  disfranchised  low  income  groups-  people 
infected  and  affected  by  HIV  or  AIDS,  related  health  care  systems,  and  groups  concerned  with 
community  development,  urban  education,  and  the  reconfiguration  of  human  services.  Bill  Slotnick  has 
indicated  that  CTAC  would  like  to  learn  ways  that  CTAC  can  assist  or  collaborate  with  the  San 
Francisco  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  in  better  serve  the  immigrant  community  here  in  San 
Francisco.

III.  Future  Activities:  Public  Comment:  Lenoid  is  the  President  from  the  United  Humanitarian  Missioa  San  Francisco  is  very  diverse  with  many  immigrants  living  in  the 
City.

rV.     Resolution  Naming  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  Park  in  the  South  of  Market:  Jay  Gonzalez, 
former  Commissioner  &  Professor  at  USF,  Anthony  Mandap-  Filipino  Consulate  General, 
Candice  Ramirez-USF  student,  Juner  Valencia-  USF  student,  Diane  Romualdz-  USF  student. 
Glen  Andag  community  outreach  coordinator  &  Volunteer  coordinator  at  the  Filipino  & 
D  American  Foundation,  Chris  Wiseman,  Anatalio  Ubalde  Filipino  &  Architect  &  Design,  Marie- 

Lorraine  Mallare-former  Commissioner  &  Professor  USF,  Juree  Kim-  USF  student,  Fred 
Basconcillo  from  the  Filipino  National  Historical  Society,  Mc  Canlas.  They  all  support  this 
resolution  &  asked  the  Commission  to  adopt  the  resolution.

She  was  bom  in  San 
Francisco  to  an  English  immigrant  mother  and  a  Filipino  immigrant  father.  She  studied  at  the 
Fairmont  Elementary  School,  when  Bessie  Carmichael  was  the  Principal.  She  graduated  from 
SF  Junior  College.  She  is  an  important  role  model  to  more  than  40,000  Filipino  American  in  SF. 
She  faced  discrimination  when  SF's  Nob  Hill  diving  club  required  that  she  drop  her  father's 
Filipino  name,  Manalo  and  take  her  mother's  maiden  name,  Taylor,  in  order  to  be  accepted  to 
represent  the  organization.  South  of  Market  Project  Area  Committee  voted  unanimously  to 
name  the  park  after  her.  Commissioner  Haile  moved  to  approve  the  resolution  &  second  by 
Commissioner  Ow.  The  Commissioner  unanimously  adopted  the  resolution. 

V.  Issues  in  Chinatown-Chinese  Radio  Interview  of  Chair:  Commissioner  Lau  informed  the 
listeners  about  the  work  of  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission.  She  received  many  calls  of  labor 
disputes  &  people  who  were  working  &  not  getting  paid.  Ms.  Loi  has  been  getting  calls  from  the 
community  asking  for  help  on  how  to  get  their  wages  back.  Rebecca  Clark  who  is  an  investigator 
for  the  Dept.  of  Wage  &  Hour  Unit,  investigates  violation  of  wage  &  hour  claims.  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  is  also  another  organizations,  which  helps  many  workers  get  their  wages 
back. 

VI.  Activities: 

1.  Retreat  Summary:  The  Commission  talked  about  issues  of  the  Equal  Access  Ordinance. 


Commissioner  Escobedo  invited  Mr.  Willie  Nguyen,  Staff  Attorney  from  The  Legal  Aid  Society, 
to  educate  the  commission  on  the  language  terms.  The  Commission  also  discussed  about  the 
Day  Labor  Program,  Citizenship  &  the  Summit. 

2.  Committee  Structure:  The  Program  &  Access  Committee  &  the  Policy  &  Legislation 
Committee  is  currently  joint  committee  at  this  time.  The  Program  &  Access  will  continue  to 
work  on  the  Equal  Access  Ordinance;  the  committee  will  be  a  larger  group.  The  Policy  & 
Legislation  Committee  wanted  to  work  with  the  Program  &  Access  committee  to  do  a  hearing 
since  the  Departments  were  not  fulfilling  their  goals.  They  wanted  to  get  some  kind  of 
legislation  passed  that  would  prevent  departments  from  cutting  out  the  interpreter  staff,  since 
everyone  is  facing  budget  crisis  this  year.  They  should  not  be  allowed  to  cut  out  bilingual  staff 

3.  Bylaws:  The  Commissioners  discussed  about  the  committees  work  &  tries  not  to  amend  the 
bylaws. 

VII.    Director  Report:  Mr.  Pham  passed  out  information  about  a  draft  letter  to  the  governor's  office 
not  to  cut  the  budget  such  as  Calworks  &  SSI,  which  impacts  the  immigrant  communities.  Mr. 
Pham,  William  Lee  &  Commission  Lau  met  with  Aryan  Rodriguez  &  her  assistant  from 
Government  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Mayor  Anthony  Williams  supports  the  Language 
Access.  They  came  to  San  Francisco  to  learn  more  about  how  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission 
implements  language  access.  They  have  budget  &  staff  to  work  on  Language  Access. 
Day  Labor  Program:  The  contract  needs  four  signatures.  The  director  of  La  Raza  Central 
Legal,  William  Lee,  City  Attorney  &  Naomi  Little  needs  to  sign  the  contract  in  order  for  it  to  be 
effective.  Due  to  budget  cuts,  the  contract  is  only  good  until  the  end  of  June  &  the  amount  given 
to  them  is  $48,500.  After  the  end  of  June,  the  city  will  issue  another  contract  for  the  whole  year 
until  June  next  year. 

Commissioner  Specktor  attended  the  forum  in  the  Richmond  district.  There  were  1 1  judges  to 
answer  general  &  basic  questions.  They  discuss  drunk  driving,  landlord  tenant  &  other  common 
issues,  which  happen  daily.

Members  Present  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  on  5:15  p.m.,  Commissioners  Escobedo,  Jones,  Haile,  Kaff,  Lau,  Nguyen,  Melara,  Ow,  Specktor, 
Tran  were  present.  Commissioner  Tran  arrived  at  5:40  p.m.  &  Commissioner  Melara  arrived  at  5:50  p.m.  Commission  Jones  &  Tran  left  at  6:30  p.m. 

Members  Absent         Commissioner  Alexander,  Lee  &  Ng  was  absent  excused. 

Others  Present        Dang  Pham,  Executive  Director  &  Winny  Loi,  Secretary.  Mr.  Pham  left  at  6  p.m. 

III.  Presentation: 

1.  David  Still  is  the  District  Director  of  the  US  Citizenship  &  Immigration  Services  they  are  an  agency  under  the  Dept.  of  Homeland  Security.  The  San 
Francisco  district  office  of  the  USCIS  runs  from  Bakersfield  &  Monterey  County  to  the  Oregon  boarder.  Processing  time  for  naturalization  takes  an 
applicant  6  months  from  application  to  ceremony.  In  1999  there  were  200,000  pending  applications  in  the  district,  now  there  are  40,000. 

TTieir  website  USCIS.gov  provides  the  public  with  information.  The  new  InfoPass  system  works  really  well  to  providing  services  to  the  public.  People  do 
not  need  to  get  up  early  in  the  morning  &  stand  in  line  for  many  hours  to  get  assistance.  Currently,  people  make  an  appointment  on  the  USCIS.gov  &  the 
average  is  a  total  of  30-60  minutes  per  each  customer.  Every  two  weeks  they  naturalize  about  1,400  new  citizens.  They  come  from  95  -105  countries. 
During  the  fist  three  months  of  the  calendar  year  2005,  a  total  of  8, 336  applicants  were  naturalized.  The  top  5  countries  are  China  with  21%,  Philippines 
with  16%,  Mexico  with  9.3%,  India  with  5.9%,  Vietnam  with  5.3%. 

Rosemarie  Fan  works  for  Office  of  Citizenship  Outreach  and  assists  in  arranging  regular  meetings  with  community  agencies  and  AILA.  90%  of  the  people 
who  come  in  to  take  the  test  past  the  first  time.  People  who  spend  time  to  attend  citizen  class  do  pass. 

Only  a  very  small  percentage  that  gets  to  take  the  test  in  their  own  language,  if  they  meet  the  age  requirement,  meet  residents  requirements,  or  under  a 
disability  wavier.  The  history  and  government  questions  that  applicants  need  to  study  have  been  the  same  for  the  past  10  years.  They  are  also  tested  on 
their  ability  to  read,  speak  &  write  English.  They  are  also  tested  on  the  knowledge  &  government  of  the  United  States. 

The  Asylum  Office  is  located  in  a  separate  building  &  under  a  separate  jurisdiction.  They  make  asylum  determination  within  120  days  of  receipt.  If  the 
officer  does  not  believe  the  case  is  warranted,  then  it  is  referred  to  an  immigration  judge.  It  can  go  on  the  judge's  calendar  for  6  or  9  months.  If  the  judge 
turns  it  down,  it  can  be  appealed  in  the  immigrations  appeals,  if  they  turn  it  down,  it  can  be  appealed  in  Federal  court.  The  Supreme  Court  is  the  final 
arbiter  for  the  asylum  claim. 

2.  Donna  Levitt  with  Office  of  Labor  Standards  &  Enforcement:  The  Chair  of  the  Commission  was  on  a  radio  show  a  few  weeks  ago  &  gotten  calls 
about  not  getting  paid  the  minimum  wage  or  not  get  paid  at  all.  Ms.  Levitt  came  to  give  an  overview  of  the  office.  Currently  if  you  were  making  $5.15  an 
hour  working  a  40-hour  week,  many  would  fall  way  below  the  poverty  guidelines.  The  State  recognizes  that  the  Federal  Minimum  Wage  not  nearly  a 
livable  wage  &  many  states  have  set  their  own.  In  CA  the  Minimum  Wage  is  $6.75  an  hour.  In  SF  the  voters  passed  the  minimum  wage  ordinance  in  Nov. 
2003,  which  became  the  1^  City  to  implement  the  minimum  wage.  It  took  effect  on  Feb.  2004.  Studies  that  were  commissioned  by  the  BOS,  before  the 
minimum  wage  past,  showed  that  over  22,000  workers,  mostly  minority  workers  were  earning  less  than  $8.50  an  hour  would  receive  an  increase  in  pay. 
The  studies  projected  that  38,000  SF  residents  would  spend  at  least  45  million  dollars  of  their  wage  increase  within  the  city  which  would  benefit  local 
businesses  &  generate  increase  sales  tax  to  the  City.  A  recent  United  Way  study  find  that  a  full  time  job  would  need  to  pay  $23  an  hour  to  support  a  family 
of  4  in  SF.  Their  minimum  wage  ordinance  is  a  small  step  is  to  lift  the  low  wageworkers  out  of  poverty  &  allow  them  to  be  less  reliant  on  public 
assistance.  Every  year,  the  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  mail  out  a  poster  to  all  the  businesses.  This  poster  is  in  English,  Chinese,  Spanish, 
Tagalong,  Russian,  and  Vietnamese.  If  the  business  has  10  or  more  employees,  they  must  pay  $8.62  an  hour,  less  than  10  employees  or  non-profits  is 
$7.75  an  hour  for  this  year.  Next  year  everyone  will  be  at  $8.62  rate  as  adjusted  by  the  consumer  price  index.  The  SF  ordinance  applies  to  any  employee 
who  works  2  hours  or  more  within  the  geographical  boundaries  in  SF.  It  is  unlawful  for  employers  to  retaliate  against  workers  for  filing  a  complaint  or 
assisting  others  rights  under  the  ordinance,  or  taking  adverse  action  towards  a  person  within  90  days  of  the  person  exercise  of  their  rights  under  the 
minimum  wage  ordinance.  After  a  hearing,  the  OLSE  is  empowered  to  enforce  it,  they  may  order  back  pay,  reinstatement  on  a  job  for  retaliation,  or  the 
city  can  revoke  a  business  registration  certificate  or  permits.  Anyone  can  go  to  the  website  to  get  basic  information  about  the  ordinance  &  frequently  asked 
questions:  wwwsfgov.org/olse.  There  are  claim  forms  in  English,  Spanish  &  Chinese.  Their  office  not  only  enforces  the  minimum  wage  ordinance,  they 
enforce  the  City" s  living  wage  ordinance  known  as  MCO  (minimum  compensation  ordinance)  and  that  is  a  higher  rate  the  is  required  to  be  paid  by  city 
service  contracts.  The  health  care  accountability  ordinance  reinforces  prevailing  wages  on  construction  contracts.  They  have  8  contract  compliance  officers, 
3  are  dedicated  to  the  minimum  wage  enforcement,  1  is  bilingual  in  Spanish,  and  they  are  in  the  process  of  highering  one  in  Cantonese.  Winny  has  been 
working  for  their  office  2  hours  a  day  assisting.  She's  been  steering  in  some  inquiries  that  came  to  the  IRC  office.  She  also  accompanies  their  office  on 
garment  factory  inspections  where  she  was  very  knowledgeable  &  get  workers  to  feel  comfortable  talking  which  was  very  helpful.  They  do  education  & 
outreach.  They  have  also  testified  at  the  Small  Business  Commission,  they  have  done  public  service  announcements.  There  have  been  notices  in  the 
ethnic  media;  they  also  work  with  community-based  organizations.  They  have  a  cooperative  relationship  with  the  State  Division  of  Labor  Standard 
Enforcement.  Most  advocacy  groups  prefer  to  deal  with  the  OLSE,  because  they  are  not  as  bureaucratic,  they  don't  set  up  an  immediate  conference  where 
the  worker  needs  to  confront  their  employer.  They  will  listen  to  the  workers  story  &  represent  the  workers  &  keep  them  confidential  to  the  greatest  extent 
as  possible. 

3.  Prithika  Balakrishnan  &  Kelly  Dugan  staff  members  of  the  Local  2  Hotel  Employee  &  Restaurant  Employees  Union:  Ms. 

Balakrishnan  &  Dugan  gave  an  update  on  the  status  of  14  hotels  &  also  asked  the  commission  to  endorse  the  boycott.  Local  2  is  the  largest  private  sector 
union  in  SF.  They  have  13,000  members  in  SF  &  San  Mateo  County  that  are  in  the  hotel  &  restaurant  industry.  They  represent  85%  of  the  hotel  workers 
in  SF.  Most  of  the  workers  are  immigrants.  Their  contract  expired  in  August  &  was  in  negotiations  since  July.  The  14  hotels  represent  about  4,000 
workers.  On  Oct  4"',  hotels  went  on  strike  for  2  weeks.  The  strike  ended  because  of  the  support  from  the  community.  There  was  a  60-day  period  that  there 
will  be  no  strike  &  no  lockout  period.  Individual  supervisors  have  supported  this  boycott.  They  have  a  written  Boycott  endorsement  statement  for  the 
Immigrant  Rights  Commission  to  support.  These  are  a  few  supporters  who  supported  the  boycott  endorsement:  Democratic  Central  Committee,  Asian 
Law  Caucus,  Harvey  Milk  Club,  City  Attorney  Dennis  Herrera,  half  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Assemblymen  Yee  &  various  clergy  members  who 
supported  this  boycott.  Here  are  a  couple  of  items  that  they  are  asking  for:  they  would  like  a  50-cent  increase  per  an  hour  for  non-tipped  &  30  cent 
increase  for  tipped  employees.  The  employer  wants  to  transfer  more  of  the  cost  of  Health  insurance  to  the  employee.  Pension  increases  the  eligibility  & 
certain  classification  of  employees;  this  would  make  it  impossible  to  keep  their  benefits  throughout  the  year.  Commissioner  Escobedo  added  an 
amendment  to  the  boycott  endorsement:  Immigrant  worker  are  particularly  impacted  by  this  labor  dispute  in  San  Francisco.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
immigrant  community  and  all  of  the  individuals  and  families  who  live  and  work  in  the  Bay  Area  to  support  the  workers  of  the  fourteen  hotels  who  are 
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engaged  in  this  labor  dispute.  Commissioner  Escobedo  made  a  motion  to  adopt  this  boycott  endorsement,  which  was  second  by  Commissioner  Ow. 

rv.  Muni  Complaint:  Annette  Williams  &  Joe  Speaks-  Commissioner  Escobedo  had  a  few  questions  on  the  response  letter.  There  is 

currently  one  transitional  employee  in  the  office.  There  are  temporary  employees  who  are  bilingual.  The  commission  would  like  a  copy  of  the  list  &  also  a 
copy  of  the  memo.  BART  is  the  lead  agency  that  is  doing  the  translations  because  it's  a  regional  wide  program.  Muni  has  an  obligation  to  translate  the 
discount  card  forms  &  brochures  in  Spanish  &  Chinese.  Muni  is  pushing  BART  to  get  this  translate. 

Joe  Speaks  with  MTA-  Submitted  the  late  compliance  plan  to  the  Commission.  They  lost  their  Spanish  internal  translator  in  their  communications 
department.  They  do  contract  out  the  materials  to  translation  agencies.  They  do  have  a  Spanish  part  timer  on  the  passenger  services  line.  They  have  held 
on  to  the  internal  Chinese  translator.  The  Program  &  Access  will  draft  an  appropriate  response.  This  will  be  placed  on  the  agenda  to  determine  if  they  are 
incompliance.

Asian  Pacific  American  Heritage  Month  Celebration:  This  year  the  Mayor  plans  to  have  a  ceremony  to  proclaim  Asian  Pacific  American  Heritage 
Month  on  May  2"^  here  in  City  Hall.  There  will  be  a  reception  to  follow.  Mr.  Pham  informed  Darlene  Chiu  that  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  wants 
to  join  the  Mayor  and  the  City  in  this  celebration.  He  wiW  follow  up  with  Darlene  &  keep  everyone  informed  of  the  development. 
Meeting:  On  March        he  joined  with  Bill  Lee  to  meet  with  Will  Sanchez,  the  newly  appointed  Special  Counsel  and  Sarah  DeCosse,  Senior  Trail 
Attorney  of  the  Office  of  Special  Counsel  for  Immigrant-Related  Unfair  Employment  Practices  of  the  US  Department  of  Justice  in  Washington,  DC.  The 
purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  discuss  related  issues  about  the  discrimination  in  the  area  of  employment  for  the  immigrants.  He  will  assist  the  City  as  much 
as  he  can  to  reach  out  to  the  immigrant  residents  here  in  San  Francisco. 

On  March  31^,  Bill  Lee  &  Mr.  Pham  met  with  Wallie  Doerge,  Diana  Bean  of  the  Office  of  the  Visa  Services  &  Glen  Reiser  of  the  Office  of  Children  Issues  of 
the  US  Department  of  State  in  Washington,  DC.  They  discuss  important  issues  related  to  the  visa  in  light  of  the  post  Sept.  11  &  Patriot  Act.  This  meeting  is 
a  new  effort  of  the  State  Department  to  do  outreach  to  the  local  governments  about  the  visa  issues. 

Activities:  On  March  21^,  Mr.  Pham  attended  a  community  forum  with  Mr.  Michael  Marine,  US  Ambassador  to  Vietnam.  During  the  forum,  Mr.  Marine 
talked  about  trade,  economic  developments,  public  health,  human  rights  &  exchange  culture  programs  in  Vietnam  &  the  US  efforts  to  enhance  the 
relationship  between  two  countries. 

Day  Labor  Program  Contract:  The  contract  still  needs  to  get  approval  from  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration.  After  approval,  the  check  will  be 
issued  to  La  Raza  Central  Legal.

1.  Equal  Access  Ordinance: 

Due  to  the  budget  issue,  a  number  of  the  cify  departments  have  been  consolidated  to  another  agencies  or  closed  out.  At  this  time,  there  are  14  Tier  1 
departments  instead  of  16  as  indicated  in  the  EAS  Ordinance.  The  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  merges  with  the  Department  of  Human 
Services  and  the  Department  of  Consumer  Assurance  was  closed  and  their  responsibilify  and  services  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  So 
far  we  did  receive  11  compliance  plans  from  the  following  departments:  Department  of  Elections,  Department  of  Human  Services,  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Department  of  Public  Transportation,  District  Attorney's  Office,  Emergency  Communications  Department,  Public  Defender's  Office,  Sheriffs 
Office,  Police  Department,  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  and  Fire  Department. 

2.  Day  Laborer  Program: 

Immigrant  Rights  Commission  received  final  approval  from  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  for  the  contract  of  Day  Laborer  Program.  The  advance 
funding  in  the  amount  of  $24,750  has  been  approved  and  released  to  the  contractor  at  the  starting  point  of  the  program. 

According  to  the  Cify  Attorney' s  Office,  this  current  contract  is  a  very  short  one  (March  to  June  2005),  and  based  on  the  last  RFP,  the  Cify'  needs  to  work 
with  the  Cifys  Attorney  Office  to  amend  the  current  contract  so  that  the  Cify  can  extend  for  another  12  months  before  we  can  run  another  round  of  RFP. 
We  are  in  the  process  of  coping  the  contract  for  the  members  of  the  Day  Laborer  Program  monitoring  committee  so  we  can  begin  to  monitor  the 
performance  of  this  contract. 

3.  Meetings/Activities:

c.  On  April  20"'  at  4:30PM,  Commissioners  Lau,  Sonia  Melara,  Zina  Spektor,  Bill  Lee  met  with  the  Mayor.  At  this  meeting,  Commissioners  shared 
with  the  Mayor  of  the  main  issues  came  up  during  the  annual  Commission's  retreat  and  highlighted  some  of  the  key  areas  such  as:  upcoming

1.  Resolution:  Commissioner  Escobedo  drafted  a  resolution  concerning  the  potential  impact 
of  budget  cuts  on  the  implementation  of  the  Equal  Access  to  Services  Ordinance  (EASO). 
There  was  one  amendment  to  correct  city  program  to  city  programs.  Commissioner  Haile 
moved  to  approve  the  resolution  &  second  by  Commissioner  Lee.  The  Commissioner 
unanimously  adopted  the  amended  resolution. 

2.  Commissioner  Lee  drafted  a  resolution  condemning  the  racist,  sexist,  and  homophobic 
training  video  produced  and  used  by  the  San  Francisco  49ers  and  demanding  a  visible 
commitment  by  the  49ers  to  the  human  and  civil  rights  values  of  our  City.  Commissioner 
Lau  &  Lee  made  amendments  to  the  resolution.  Below  is  the  entire  resolution: 
Resolution  condemning  the  racist,  sexist,  and  homophobic  training  video  produced  and 
used  by  the  San  Francisco  49ers  and  demanding  a  visible  commitment  by  the  49ers  to 
the  human  and  civil  rights  values  of  our  City. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  according  to  the  Year  2000  Census,  is 
home  to  more  than  350,000  immigrants  (nearly  50%  of  the  total  population);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Asian/Pacific  Islander  community  and  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  and 
Transgender  community  are  invaluable  participants  in  the  social,  economic,  and  political 
fabric  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  protecting,  enforcing,  and 
advancing  the  human  and  civil  rights  of  all  its  residents,  especially  those  communities 
traditionally  targeted  for  discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  have  been  several  recent  incidences  in  which  severe  anti-civil  rights  and 
anti-human  rights  problems  in  the  culture  of  the  San  Francisco  49ers  are  demonstrated, 
including  homophobic  comments  by  Garrison  Hearst,  reports  by  Lindsay  McLean  (retired 
head  athletic  trainer  for  the  49ers  for  more  than  20  years)  of  anti-gay  hate  speech  and  actions 
by  players  and  his  personal  physical  confrontations  during  his  tenure  with  the  49ers,  and 
most  recently,  the  racist,  sexist,  and  homophobic  training  video  shown  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  49ers  "diversity  training"  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  racist  depiction  of  the  Chinese  in  the  training  video  is  offensive  to  all 
communities  of  color  as  well  as  all  individuals  who  may  not  be  proficient  English  speakers; 

WHEREAS,  the  49ers  benefit  greatly  from  their  relationship  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  the  rest  of  the  nation,  the  49ers  is  a  symbol  of  San  Francisco  and  bears  the 
name  of  our  City  in  the  National  Football  League,  and  its  reputation  and  values  may  appear 
to  reflect  that  of  the  City's;  and 


WHEREAS,  male  athletes  often  represent  the  masculine  ideal,  serve  as  role  models  to  our 
City's  youth,  and  influence  the  mind-set  of  many  fans;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  condemns  the  racist,  sexist,  and 
homophobic  training  video  and  the  damaging  corporate  culture  which  produced  it  and 
tolerated  it;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  commits  to  work 
collaboratively  with  our  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Human  Rights  Commission, 
and  community-based  organizations  to  insure  that  the  49ers  take  concrete  and  visible  steps  to 
demonstrate  their  long-term  commitment  to  the  values  and  diversity  of  the  City  which 
supports  them;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission,  representing  the

The  advance  funding  in  the  amount  of  $24,750  has 
been  approved  and  released  to  the  contractor.  We  did  receive  the  first  progress  report  as  required  by  the 
contract.  According  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  this  current  contract  is  a  very  short  one  (March  to 
June  2005),  and  based  on  the  last  RFP,  the  City's  Attorney  Office  need  to  amend  the  current  contract  so 
that  the  City  can  extend  for  another  12  months  before  we  can  run  another  round  of  RFP.  On  June  10^*^, 
Mr.  Pham  did  receive  a  draft  of  the  amendment  of  the  contract  from  the  City  Attorney's  Office.  We  are 
in  the  process  in  arranging  for  a  site  visit. 

3.  Meetings/Activities: 

a.  On  May  20^^  met  with  the  German  Parliament  on  Immigration  about  the  Commission.  They 
want  to  learn  more  about  our  Commission  as  well  as  the  current  issues. 

b.  On  May  23^^,  Commissioner  Zina  Specktor  joined  Mr.  Pham  to  attend  the  Immigrant  Rights 
Day  in  Sacramento.  This  event  is  an  annual  event  and  organized  by  different  groups  to  lobby 
for  the  immigrant  rights  related  legislations  pending  in  Sacramento. 


c.   On  May  26  ,  attended  the  joint  hearing  with  the  Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  on  the 
impact  of  the  REAL  ID  Act  related  issues.  A  number  of  the  Commissioners  also  join  with 
the  HRC's  Chairperson  to  conduct  this  hearing. 

4.  Commission  Anniversary  Event: 

The  Commission  decided  to  hold  an  event  to  celebrate  the  8  years  of  inception  on  July  12  at  4:45PM 
in  City  Hall.  At  this  event,  the  Commission  will  recognize  and  present  the  outstanding  service  awards  to 
the  community  leaders  and  organizations  for  their  dedication  and  services  to  enhance  the  quality  of  life 
for  the  immigrant  community  in  San  Francisco. 

At  this  time,  the  Mayor  has  been  scheduled  to  attend.  He  will  need  to  follow  up  with  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  their  attending. 

He  also  met  with  a  couple  of  organizations  and  individual  to  explore  the  possibilities  for  them  to 
financially  support  of  this  event. 

5.  New  City  Administrator: 

Two  weeks  ago,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  did  unanimously  vote  to  approve  the  appointment  of  Edwin 
Lee  to  the  post  City  Administrator  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Edwin  Lee  will  be 
sworn  in  on  June  24^*^  by  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom. 

There  is  a  celebration  dinner  to  honor  Mr.  Edwin  Lee  has  been  scheduled  for  Sunday,  June  26,  2005  at 
6:00PM  at  New  Asia  Restaurant  located  at  772  Pacific  Avenue.  The  cost  per  person  for  this  dinner  is 
$27.50  or  $275  for  a  table  of  10  persons.

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The  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  is  charged  with  monitoring  and  facilitating  compliance  with  San 
Francisco's  Equal  Access  to  Services  Ordinance  (EAS).  To  ensure  that  the  ordinance  is  properly 
monitored,  Section  91.9(a)  requires  that  each  Tier  1  Department  submit  an  annual  compliance  plan.  The 
Commission  has  thoroughly  reviewed  the  2005  Compliance  Plan  submitted  by  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  (MUNI)  and  has  found  the  plan  to  be  profoundly  lacking,  and,  therefore,  MUNI  to 
be  in  non-compliance  with  several  key  provisions  of  EAS. 

Although  EAS  requires  that  compliance  plans  be  submitted  by  February  1  of  each  year,  MUNI  did  not 
submit  its  plan  until  April  11,  2005.  After  a  thorough  review,  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  sent  MUNI 
a  detailed  analysis  of  the  plan  by  letter  dated  June  7,  2005,  and  requested  that  it  respond  to  specified 
concerns.  (See  June  7  attachment.)  MUNI's  response  was  not  received  by  the  Commission  until  the  day 
of  our  July  1 1  meeting.  (See  July  8  attachment.)  In  general,  the  Commission  finds  MUNI's  response  to  be 
perfunctory  and  of  little  substance.  We  further  believe  that  the  response  exhibits  a  flagrant  disregard  for 
MUNI's  obligations  under  EAS  and  for  its  obligation  to  provide  equal  and  accessible  services  to  all 
residents  of  San  Francisco,  regardless  of  one's  immigrant  background  or  language  ability. 

Findings  of  Non-Compliance: 

Pursuant  to  Section  91.13,  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  has  found  MUNI  in  non-compliance  with  the 
following  provisions  of  the  Equal  Access  to  Services  Ordinance: 

1.  Non-Compliance  with  Sections  91.9(b)  (3)  and  (4)  Concerning  "Public  Contact  Positions". 

Section  91 .2(i)  of  EAS  defines  "public  contact  positions"  as: 

"...  a  position  in  which  a  primary  job  responsibility  consists  of  meeting,  contacting,  and  dealing  with  the 
public  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  position."

Section  91.9  (b)  (3)  and  (4)  requires  that  an  agency  identify  the  number  of  public  contact  positions  and  . 
how  many  of  these  positions  are  staffed  by  bilingual  employees.  Although  MUNI  has  some  4000 
employees,  it  only  identified  27  total  public  contact  positions,  After  reviewing  the  job  classification 
descriptions  found  on  MUNI's  web-site,  the  Commission  concluded  that  MUNI's  had  grossly 
undercounted  the  number  of  positions  that  meet  the  definition  set  forth  above  and  that  should  be  staffed 
by  persons  who  are  bilingual.  MUNI's  most  blatant  exclusion  from  this  category  are  ite  transit  operators 
(i.e.  cable  car,  diesel  bus  operators,  etc.).  The  Commission  Identified  nine  other  job  classifications  which 
we  believe  fall  within  the  definition  of  "public  contact  position"  as  set  forth  in  the  EAS  and  which  MUNI 
excluded  from  its  compliance  plan.  (See  June  7  correspondence.) 

2.  Non-Compliance  with  Sections  91.3  and  91.9(b)  (7),  Providing  the  Same  Level  of  Services  to 
Limited  English  Proficient  Persons.  ^ 

Section  91.3  requires  that  Departments  utilize  sufficient  Bilingual  Employees  in  Pubiic  Contact  Positions 
in  each  language  spoken  by  a  Substantial  Number  of  Limited  English  Speaking  Persons.  Departments 
comply  with  their  obligations  if  they  provide  "the  same  level  of  service  to  Limited  English  Speaking 
Persons  as  they  provide  English  speakers."  (Emphasis  added.) 

By  failing  to  identify  an  accurate  number  of  public  contact  positions,  MUNI  has  failed  to  properly  identify 
the  total  need  with  respect  to  bilingual  employees  so  that  it  can  provide  the  same  level  of  services  to 
limited  English  speaking  persons  as  they  provide  to  their  English  speaking  riders.  (See  Section  91(b) 
(7).) 

In  addition,  MUNI  identified  only  four  employees  in  public  contact  positions  who  are  available  to  provide 
some  translation  services  in  limited  languages;  admits  that  its  translation  services  are  not  available 
"during  all  office  hours";  and  further  admits  that  "[t]he  layoffs  and  'bumpings'  resulting  from  the  budget 
deficit"  have  negatively  affected  its  ability  to  hire  bilingual  employees.  Currently,  MUNI  does  not  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  Limited  English  Speaking  persons  as  it  does  to  English  speakers,  and  has 
failed  to  take  the  steps  necessary  to  provide  an  accurate  assessment  of  its  need  for  additional  bilingual 
employees. 

3.  Non-Compliance  with  Sections  91.7,  Providing  Language  Accessible  Recorded  Telephonic 
Messages. 

Section  91.7  states  that  "[a]ll  Departments  with  recorded  telephonic  messages  about  the  Department's 
operation  or  services  shall  maintain  such  messages  in  each  language  spoken  by  a  Substantia!  Number  of 
Limited  English  Speaking  Persons  . . ."  (Emphasis  added.) 

MUNI  maintains  telephonic  messages  about  its  services  on  its  service  hotline.  This  service  is  available 
only  in  English  and  MUNI  has  no  plans  to  provide  this  service  in  any  other  language. 

4.  Non-Compliance  with  Sections  91.4',  91.4  (c)  and  (f)  and  91.9(b)(10),  Concerning  the  Translation 
of  Written  Materials  and  Notices. 

Section  91.4  of  EAS  mandates  that  Tier  1  Departments  translate  materials  and  notices  that  provide  vital 
information  to  the  public  about  a  Department's  services  or  programs.  Departments  are  also  required  to 
post  notices  in  public  areas  informing  the  public  that  "written  materials  in  the  language(s)  and  staff  who 
speak  the  language(s)  are  available"  pursuant  to  Section  91 .4(c).  Section  91 .4(f)  provides  that  such 
materials  were  to  be  translated  "within  one  year  of  the  enactment"  of  EAS.  Finally,  Section  91 .9(b)(1 0) 
requires  that  Departments  are  to  provide  the  Commission  with  a  list  of  the  materials  to  be  translated 
pursuant  to  Section  91.4. 

Based  on  o'jr  review  of  MUNI's  compliance  plan  and  an  on-site  visit  by  the  Commission's  staff  to  MUNI's 
Information  Center,  we  have  found  that  MUNI  has  failed  to:  1)  translate  all  materials  required  under  EAS; 
2)  post  and  translate  appropriate  notices;  and  3)  provide  a  complete  list  to  the  Commission  regarding 
materials  to  be  translated. 


Conclusion: 


San  Francisco's  immigrant  communities  rely  heavily  on  the  public  transportation  system  for  their 
economic  survival.  Although  they  pay  fares  like  all  other  residents  of  San  Francisco,  MUNI  refuses  to 
expend  any  of  its  vast  resources  to  ensure  that  its  services  are  accessible  to  all  in  an  equitable  and  non- 
discriminatory manner. 

The  failure  of  MUNI  to  take  seriously  its  obligation  to  provide  language  accessible  services  to  the  City's 
immigrant  population  not  only  violates  EAS  but  also  profoundly  undermines  San  Frajncisco's  "Policy  on 
Language  Diversity"  which  seeks  to  foster  "acceptance  ...  as  related  to  the  use  of  languages  other  than 
English  in  the  provision  of  public  services  and  the  employment  of  individuals  whose  primary  language  is 
not  English."  » 

We  would  also  stress  that  language  accessibility  in  the  context  of  our  public  transportation  system  takes 
on  an  even  greater  sense  of  urgency  given  the  most  recent  tragic  events  in  London.   San  Francisco's 
immigrant  communities  should  be  assured  that  all  the  appropriate  emergency  signs  and  notices  are 
properly  translated.  No  such  assurance  has  been  given. 

We  believe  that  the  issues  raised  by  these  non-compliance  findings  are  serious  and  deserve  the 
immediate  attention  of  both  the  Mayor  and  the-Board  of  Supervisors.  We  request  that  MUNI  address 
these  questions  by  August  12,  2005.

II.  Approval  of  minutes  for  June  13*:  Commissioner  Melara  moved  to  approve  the  amended  minutes  adding  some  information  of  how  the 

commissioner  will  nominate  awardees  for  next  anniversary,  which  was  second  by  Commissioner  Haile.  The  Commission  unanimously  adopted 
the  amended  minutes. 

III.  Welcome  New  Commissioners:  Commissioner  Enssani  &  Eke. 

1.  Rachel  West- In  Defense  of  Prostitute  Women's  Safety:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  resolution  Mitigating  Violence  Against 
Prostitutes.  Ms.  West  has  been  working  with  Supervisor  Ammiano  &  also  met  with  other  BOS  who  supported  this  resolution.  Sex  work  is  a 
way  of  supplementing  stan'ation.  They  are  vulnerable  to  violence.  Many  women  work  in  unsafe  areas.  The  police  &  the  courts  never  take 
violence  against  the  sex  workers  seriously.  Many  are  illegal  immigrants,  who  are  wlnerable  &  always  taken  advantage  of.  Most  women  are 
mothers.  There  is  a  lack  of  welfare  support  for  immigrant  mothers.  On  page  35  of  the  San  Francisco  Task  Force  on  Prostitution  Report,  there 
is  good  recommendation  in  the  report,  which  talks  about  immigration  and  prostitution.  There  was  lots  of  input  in  the  immigrant  rights 
organizations,  such  as  the  Asiem  Aids  Project  &  The  Center  for  Southeast  Asia  Refugee  Settlement.  This  report  was  written  to  benefit  sex 
workers,  including  immigrants.  If  it  were  implemented,  the  Police  &  courts  would  have  to  prioritize  protecting  prostitution  from  violence.  She 
wants  the  IRC  to  support  a  resolution,  so  she  can  bring  it  back  to  the  BOS  to  get  this  implemented.  Immigrant  sex  workers  would  greatly 
benefit  from  the  implementation.  7.6  million  dollar  was  the  estimate  for  1996  when  the  task  force  was  meeting.  The  money  was  spent  on 
spying,  harassing,  arresting  &  prosecuting  sex  workers.  The  task  force  proposed  that  the  money  should  be  spent  on  protection  &  services.  If 
this  money  were  released  to  the  community  it  would  help  single  mothers  &  other  young  immigrant  women  who  want  to  get  out  of 
prostitution.  Help  in  housing  &  childcare  is  what  they  need  most. 

Chandra  Roderick  from  Crossroads  Women  Center:  Many  sex  workers  are  women  of  color  &  immigrants.  These  women  face  high 
levels  of  violence.  They  are  forced  to  work  on  the  streets.  A  Black  woman  who  is  picked  up  on  a  sweep;  the  chances  of  being  deported  are  very 
high.  Many  of  these  workers  take  more  dangerous  jobs  &  underground  jobs.  Commissioner  Melara  suggested  that  they  should  go  to  the  BOS 
&  asking  them  to  ensure  or  enforce  the  changes,  when  the  changes  are  made.  Make  sure  the  Police  Department  &  the  District  Attorney's  (DA) 
office  behave  differently  towards  the  sex  workers.  Police  Department  &  DA  may  not  be  the  department  to  bring  out  programs  &  resources  for 
women.  The  BOS  should  ask  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  Department  of  Public  Health  &  other  departments  to  help  women  who  are 
working  on  the  streets.  The  funds  that  the  Police  Dept.  &  the  DA's  office  should  be  used  in  a  more  positive  way.  Urge  the  Mayor's  office  &  City 
Departments  to  invest  resource  available  to  assist  this  population.  Commissioner  Lau  suggested  that  Ms.  West  should  work  with 
Commissioner  Lee  to  draft  a  resolution.  Commissioner  Haile  moved  to  accept  the  principle  of  the  resolution  from  In  Defense  of  Prostitute 
Women's  Safety  &  ask  them  to  incorporate  suggestions  of  immigrants  &  broadening  the  scope  of  the  services.  Commissioner  Melara  seconded 
the  motion. 

2.  Maria  Luisa  Oscar-Report  on  the  Status  of  services  for  Hispanic/Latino:  She  works  for  the  Institute  on  Aging.  There  are  10  district  wide 
social  service  workers  &  she  is  the  only  one  who  speaks  Spanish.  The  total  population  between  disabled  &  seniors  that  are  Spanish  speaking  is 
40,000.  The  report  is  a  comparative  analysis  of  7  programs.  The  City,  State  &  Federal,  funds  these  programs.  This  provides  the  basic  needs  of 
life  for  seniors.  They  have  the  highest  poverty  rate  of  any  other  senior  &  ethnic  group.  The  poverty  rate  for  individuals  at  the  age  of  65  or  older 
has  an  income  of  $8,000  a  year.  On  page  10,  there  were  11,577  Public  Housing  &  Section  8  Households  listed  as  elderly  or  disabled  with  the 
following  breakdown.  Caucasian  receives  34%,  Asian/Pacific  Islander  receives  32%,  African  American  receives  25.5%,  &  Hispanic  receives 
7.5%,  Native  American  receives  0.05%.  In  this  case  Hispanic/Latino  recipients,  at  only  7.5%  of  those  served,  are  very  significantly  underserv-ed 
in  comparison  to  their  percentage  in  the  relevant  population.  They  have  been  complaining  for  a  long  time,  because  they  have  not  recei\'ed 
services.  She  met  with  Mike  Farrah  in  the  Mayor's  Office  on  June  2004,  he  asked  her  to  do  a  case  study  &  show  him  numbers.  She  put 
together  the  Report  on  the  Status  of  Services  for  Hispanic/Latino  Seniors  and  Adult  with  Disabilities  in  San  Francisco.  The  city  did  respond 
with  something  positive;  they  gave  back  her  full  time  position. 

V.  IRC  8*  Anniversary  Celebration  &  Award  ceremony:  Commissioners  Ng  is  bringing  two  roast  pigs.  Isabel  &  Jay  cannot  make  it  to  the 

meeting,  but  the  others  are  confirmed  that  they  will  attend.  We  have  a  total  of  a  120  people  that  will  attend  this  event. 

VI.  MUNI  -Draft  Response  to  compliance  plan:  Commissioner  Escobedo  informed  the  commission  that  Muni  was  suppose  to  respond  by 
July  1^,  but  they  didn't  resfwnd  until  the  day  of  the  IRC  meeting.  The  letter  is  not  really  a  response.  Commissioner  Escobedo  made  a  motion  to  find  Muni 
of  non-compliance  of  the  Equal  Access  to  Services  Ordinance  for  the  correspondence  we  issued  on  June  7"^  &  June  S'*" ;  and  that  the  Executi\  e  Director 
will  draft  a  non-compliance  findings  consistent  with  the  correspondence.  It  should  be  submitted  to  the  Program  &  Access  Committee  four  days  before  the 
next  committee  meeting.  The  Program  &  Access  Committee  will  finalize  the  findings  &  it  will  be  sent  out  thereafter.  The  Executive  Director  &  the 
Commissioners  should  do  a  follow  up  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Commissioner  Haile  second. 

VII.  Equal  Access  Ordinance- Report  of  the  meeting  with  Luna  Yasui:  Ms.  Yasui  was  the  program  officer  for  Chinese  for  Affirmative  Action 
(CAA),  but  now  she  has  been  promoted  to  Acting  Director  for  CAA.  CAA  was  one  of  the  organizations,  which  put  forth  many  efforts  to  get  the  Equal  Access 
to  Services  Ordinance  (EASO)  passed.  They  have  talked  about  amending  the  compliance  plans.  Commissioner  Escobedo  analyzes  the  EASO  &  suggests 
amendments  to  the  Ordinance.

The  staff  should  do  on  site  visits  to  the  Tier  1  departments  four  times  a  year. 

Ms.  Yasui  was  going  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Planning  Department  since  they  have  not  certify  the  language  groups  that  they  needed  to  do  under  the  statue. 
Commissioner  Escobedo  is  still  working  with  Ms.  Yasui  on  the  language  of  the  letter.  The  Planning  Department  is  supposed  to  certify  the  language 
groups.  Commissioner  Melara  suggested  adding  the  Human  Rights  Commission  to  the  list.  Since  they  have  a  large  staff  to  handle  complaints. 

The  Program  &  Access  Committee  plan  to  meet  on  July  27"'.  There  are  8  members  on  the  joint  committee.  Ms.  Loi  will  contact  Commissioner  Jones  &  Lee 
to  resign  from  the  joint  committee,  since  there  is  a  quorum  issue. 

VIII.  Bylaws:  Mr.  Pham  is  working  with  the  City  Attorney's  office  to  work  on  the  language  of  the  bylaws. 

IX.  Winnys  departure:  Winny  is  currently  with  the  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement.  She  will  eventually  work  there  full  time.  The 
Immigrant  Rights  Commission  is  now  in  a  process  to  find  another  person  to  replace  Winny.  During  her  time  with  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission,  part 
of  her  assist  Administrative  Services  answer  calls  &  schedule  the  vehicle  pool;  she  also  assisted  the  City  Administrator. 

X.  Directors  Report:  Commissioner  Alexander  was  interested  in  Mr.  Pham  meeting  with  the  German  parliament.  The  Immigrant  Rights 
Commission  receives  calls  from  the  Mayor's  office  &  was  asked  to  meet  with  them.  They  wanted  to  know  more  about  immigration  &  the  immigrant 
community.  In  Germany  they  had  same  issues  with  undocumented  immigrants.  The  meeting  took  place  at  the  Human  Rights  Commission.

Commissioner  Eke  arrived  at  5:25p.m.

II.  Approval  of  minutes  for  July  li'**:  Commissioner  Haile  moved  to  approve  the  minutes 

which  was  second  by  Commissioner  Jones.  The  Commission  unanimously  adopted  the 
minutes. 


III.  Welcome  New  Commissioners:  Commissioner  McCoy  is  from  Bosnia  &  she  has  been  here 
for  1 1  years.  She's  worked  10  years  with  asylum  &  refugees  at  the  Public  Health  Care 
Center.  Commissioner  Eke  is  from  Nigeria  &  graduated  from  Golden  Gate  University. 

IV.  Labor  Commission  Case: 

Employer  paid  the  worker,  but  worker  said  he  was  not  paid  for  a  portion  of  his  work: 

Commissioner  Kaff  tells  the  commission  about  the  employer  who  hired  a  worker  for  a 
construction  job.  According  to  the  employer,  this  worker  worked  for  3  weeks  &  was  paid  in 
cash  after  every  workday.  After  the  worker  was  discharged  he  filed  a  claim  against  the 
employer  saying  that  he  worked  22  hours  &  did  not  get  paid.  The  employer  alleges  he  really 
worked  90  hours  &  that  he  got  paid  for  all  the  hours  worked.  The  employer  claims  to  have  s 
a  receipt  of  payment  to  the  employee.  The  worker  filed  a  claim  against  the  employer  &  the 
claim  was  sent  to  the  wrong  address,  so  the  employer  never  received  the  letter  and  was 
unable  to  tell  his  side  of  the  story.  The  employer  is  trying  to  get  a  hearing  scheduled  before 
the  Labor  Commission,  so  he  can  try  to  argue  the  case.  Commission  Escobedo  gave  the 
employer  some  referrals  and  strongly  urged  him  to  contact  the  SF  Bar  Association,  which  has 
a  volunteer  legal  program  that  gives  people  free  advice. 


V.  Support  Supervisor  Ross  Mirkarimi's  Resolution  to  support  the  Iranians: 

Commissioner  Enssani  drafted  a  resolution  supporting  the  House  Resolution  367  and  City  of 
San  Francisco  resolution  condemning  bigotry,  violence  and  discrimination  against  franian- 
Americans.  Banafsheh  Akhlaghi  is  the  President  of  the  National  Legal  Sanctuary  for 
Community  Advancement,  which  she  began  after  9/11.  She  testified  to  the  following  before 
the  Commission:  Her  organization  is  dedicated  to  civil  rights  &  human  rights  with  the 
Middle  Eastern  community.  They  have  been  seeing  discrimination  against  Iranians  in  the 
community.  The  calls  arise  out  of  FBI  surveillances;  FBI  interviews  at  their  homes  or  work 
place,  there  are  at  a  heightened  degree  of  immigration  rights  violation  cases.  Individuals  who 
have  been  in  the  US  for  20  plus  years,  who  are  US  citizens  and  have  been  working  for 
various  companies,  who  are  connected  to  the  Dept.  of  Defense  &  had  been  granted  their 
security  clearances  to  work  for  these  organizations  or  companies  are  now  being  denied 
immigration  status.  This  denial  is  based  on  their  alleged  disloyalty  to  the  US.  When  they 


question  loyalty,  they  want  to  know  if  they  have  families  or  connections  to  their  home 
country. 

Mehrdad  Moayedzadeh  is  President  of  Bay  Area  Iranian- American  Democrats  and  he 
testified  to  the  following  before  the  Commission:  He  spoke  to  a  representative  in 
Washington  D.C.  about  the  discrimination  issue.  Last  year  they  received  lots  of 
discrimination  reports  &  they  still  continue  to  receive  a  large  volume  of  these  reports. 
Commissioner  Enssani  stated  that  on  9/1 1  she  lost  a  relative,  an  Iranian  American,  who  was 
on  the  first  plane  to  leave  Boston  firom  LA. 

Commissioner  Enssani  moved  to  pass  the  draft  resolution,  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Jones.  Commissioner  Escobedo  moved  to  amended  the  resolution  with  the 
following  language:  on  the  Further  Resolved:  that  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  urges 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Commission  to  take  steps  to  ensure  that  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  protects  all  San  Franciscans  from  discrimination,  especially  those  of  South  Asian 
(Middle  Eastern)  and  Iranian  descent  most  at  risk  due  to  the  prejudicial  misperceptions  of 
culpability  prevalent  in  the  wake  of  the  September  11*  attack.  Further  resolved  that  the 
Immigrant  Rights  Commission  recommends  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
they  take  all  steps  necessary  to  ensure  that  Supervisor  Mikarimi's  resolution  supporting  the 
House  Resolution  367  condemning  bigotry  and  discrimination  against  Iranian- Americans  be 
fully  implemented,  and  be  it,  Further  resolved  that  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission 
recommends  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  they  take  all  steps  necessary  to 
fully  support  the  passage  of  House  Resolution  367.  Commissioner  Jones  seconded  the 
motion.  The  Commission  unanimously  adopted  the  amended  resolution. 

Equal  Access  to  Service  Ordinance:  Commissioner  Escobedo  provided  the  commissioners 
with  background  information  concerning  EAS:  The  Commission  sent  a  letter  to  MUNI 
concerning  non-compliance.  The  response  was  not  adequate  so  the  Commission  issued  non- 
compliance findings  against  MUNI  to  the  Mayor  &  BOS.  MUNI  sent  a  letter  back  to  the 
Commission  requesting  to  meet.  Commissioner  Escobedo  requested  Mr.  Pham  to  call  MUNI 
to  get  some  suggested  dates  &  bring  it  to  the  next  Program  &  Access  Committee. 
EAS  Hearing:  Commissioner  Haile,  Mr.  Pham  &  a  few  other  commissioners  met  with  Ed 
Lee,  City  Administrator  to  discuss  planning  for  an  Equal  Access  hearing.  Mr.  Lee  asked  the 
Commission  to  draft  a  full  report  concerning  which  Departments  are  in  compliance  with  EAS 
and  &  which  ones  are  not  in  compliance.  The  commissioners  met  with  Supervisor  Ma  who 
supports  the  idea  of  holding  a  hearing  on  the  Equal  Access  Ordinance.  The  Supervisors 
would  sponsor  the  hearing.  Commissioner  Escobedo  will  draft  a  report  to  be  reviewed  by  the 
Program  and  Access  Committee  and  to  be  brought  before  the  Commission  at  the  next  full 
IRC  meeting. 

Program  &  Access  Committee  to  approve  the  1^*  Draft  of  the  outline  of  the  compliance 
plans:  Commissioner  Escobedo  asked  the  Commission  to  read  the  Equal  Access  to  Services 
Ordinance.  The  2  languages  that  are  formally  recognized  under  EAS  are  Spanish  &  Chinese. 
The  Planning  Department  needs  to  do  an  assessment  of  impacted  languages  so  that  2 
additional  languages  may  be  added,  which  are  Tagalog  &  Russian.  Commissioner  Escobedo 
also  reviewed  several  other  provisions  of  EAS  that  she  felt  were  important  for  the 
Commission  to  review.  To  date  only  Tier  1  Departments  have  provided  the  Commission 
with  Compliance  Plans.  Commissioner  Escobedo  read  the  definition  of  Tier  2  Departments 
and  asked  Mr.  Pham  to  go  through  all  the  City  Departments  &  do  an  analysis  and  comprise  a 
list  of  those  Departments  that  fall  within  the  definition  of  Tier  2  Department.  He  is  to  bring 


this  list  to  the  Program  and  Access  Committee  meeting  and  a  draft  letter,  requesting 
compliance  plans  from  Tier  2  Departments. 

VII.  Bylaws:  Commissioner  Escobedo  asked  to  put  this  over  to  the  next  month's  agenda,  so  the 
Commissioners  can  further  time  to  review  it. 

VIII.  Status  of  replacement  for  Commission  Secretary  position:  According  to  Mr.  Pham,  he 
met  with  Ed  Lee;  City  Administrator,  who  that  Winny  couldn't  leave  the  Commission  until 
there  is  a  replacement  for  her  position.  Commissioner  Escobedo  feels  that  it  is  unfair  to 
Winny,  because  she  cannot  work  full  time  at  her  current  position.  Mr.  Pham  gave  the 
Commission  a  copy  of  the  Commission  secretary  description,  which  had  not  been  updated/  . 
He  needs  to  talk  with  the  Human  Resources  Department  to  get  the  job  description  posted  on 
the  website  as  soon  as  possible.  Mr.  Pham  needs  to  draft  another  job  description  by  the  next 
Program  &  Access  Committee  meeting,  because  the  duties  of  the  job  description  he  provided 
have  changed.  Commissioner  Escobedo  suggested  that  the  commission  get  a  letter  out  to  Mr. 
Lee  expressing  its  concerns.  . 

IX.  Directors  Report:  Day  Labor  Program:  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Budget  has  approved  the 
PSC  form  for  renewal  of  the  Day  Laborer  contract.  At  this  point,  we  are  waiting  for  the 
approval  from  the  Civil  Services  Commission.  The  tentative  date  of  the  hearing  on  this 
matter  is  October  3'^''.  The  amount  of  the  contract  is  for  $148,000.00  for  the  next  12  months 
for  the  Day  Labor  Program.  Last  week  Mr.  Pham  received  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Anamaria 
Lopez  of  La  Raza  Centro  Legal  addressed  directed  to  Ed  Lee,  regarding  the  delay  of  the 
renewal  process.  A  copy  of  this  letter  was  sent  to  all  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Pham  met  with  Ed  Lee  to  discuss  the  letter.  Ed  Lee  indicated  to  Mr.  Pham  that  he  would 
like  to  prepare  all  of  the  documents  in  advance  so  we  can  quickly  process  payment  as  soon  as 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  approves  the  contract  during  their  meeting  scheduled  on 
October  3'^'^.  In  addition,  he  needs  to  double  check  with  the  Budget  Office  to  ensure  that  the 
money  has  been  allocated  for  the  project.  Commissioner  Escobedo  directed  Mr.Pham  to 
invite  Ms.  Anamaria  Lopez  a  to  attend  the  next  Commission  meeting  if  this  issue  is  not 
resolved. 


X.  Committee  Report:  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  can  work  on  issues  such  as  the  lack 
of  a  IRC  budget  &  work  on  the  employee  clerical  description.  The  Committee  needs  to  get 
other  Commissioners  to  join.  For  the  next  meeting,  all  committee  agendas  are  to  be  sent  to 
all  commissioners. 

XI.  Next  Meeting's  Agenda:  Committee  Membership;  Commission  Jones  asked  for  a  moment 
of  silence  for  the  Katrina  victims  &  recommended  a  resolution  for  the  Katrina  victims  for  the 
next  meeting.  The  issue  of  the  City's  response  to  such  a  disaster  was  also  raised  and  to  what 
degree  the  City's  emergency  services  would  be  prepared  to  deal  with  language  access  issues 
also  needs  to  be  discussed.  Commissioner  Specktored  request  to  put  Self  Help  Center,  SF 
Superior  Court  &  what  services  they  provide  &  basic  equal  access  issues  on  next  month's 
agenda;  Commissioner  Escobedo  requested  that  the  Equal  Access  Ordinance  be  put  on  the 
agenda.

j     APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  -  SEPTEMBER  12,  2005 

Commissioner  Jones  moved  to  approve  the  minutes  and  Commissioner  Melara  seconded.  No  discussions  followed  and  the 
minutes  were  approved  as  submitted.  (Note:  Commissioner  Escobedo  asked  Mr.  Pham  to  check  with  the  City  Attorney  to 
determine  whether  or  not  a  member  can  abstain  from  voting  on  the  minutes  if  s/he  did  not  attend  the  meeting). 

PRESENTATION  -  WEST  BAY  FIUPINO  MULTI-SERVICE  CENTER 

Ms.  Marie  Lorraine  Mallare,  Former  IRC  Commissioner,  introduced  herself,  as  well  as  Mr.  Edwin  Jocson,  former  Executive 
Director  of  West  Bay  and  Ms.  Myrna  lim.  Advocate  and  Community  Leader,  made  a  joint  presentation  on  behalf  of  West  Bay,  the 
first  non-profit  Filipino  Multi-Service  Center.  The  Center  has  been  closed  due  to  funds  being  held  at  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
[     Finance  Committee.  West  Bay 's  current  funding  sources  are  the  Department  of  Children  Youth  and  Their  Families,  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Community  Development,  the  Office  on  Aging  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Community  Behavior  Health  Service 
totaling  $468,501. 

The  impact  of  the  budget  lost  in  the  community  will  affect  217  individual  households  which  will  no  longer  receive  free  food  or 
groceries;  45  elderly  Filipinos  who  will  miss  daily  lunches  and  support  services;  and  52  youths  who  will  not  receive  substance 
abuse  education  and  social  support. 

(1)  Meeting  w/MUNI 

On  October  25,  2005,  Luna  Yasui  of  Chinese  for  Affirmative  Action  (CAA),  Helen  Kwan  of  ChinatowTi  Community 
Development  Corp.  and  Dang  Pham  met  with  Stuart  Sunshine,  Acting  Executive  Director  of  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
(MTA)  about  the  MUNI's  noncompliance  status  of  the  Equal  Access  to  City  Services  (EAS). 

Mr.  Sunshine  strongly  indicated  that  he  is  willing  to  work  closely  with  the  Commission  and  the  leaders  of  the  immigrant 
community  to  bring  MUNI  into  compliance  with  the  EAS  Ordinance,  but  gave  no  specific  dates  to  achieve  this.  At  the  meeting, 
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Mr.  Sunshine  also  directed  his  Personnel  Director  to  clearly  identify  the  public  contact  positions.  Mr.  Sunshine  will  assign  a 
liaison  from  his  office  to  work  closely  with  the  Program  Access  Committee  and  the  Commission  in  an  effort  to  remove  the  MUNI 
from  the  non-compliance  status  list.  But  as  of  this  time,  the  Commission  has  not  received  any  contact  information  from  the  MUNI 
Liaison  assigned  to  work  with  us. 

(2)  Meeting  with  Supervisors  Peskin  and  Ma 

Commissioner  Melara  reported  to  the  Commission  of  the  meetings  with  Supervisor  Peskin  and  Ma.  Both  meetings  went  very 
well.  Supervisors  Peskin  and  Ma  agreed  to  Co-chair  of  the  proposed  hearing.  Supervisor  Peskin  suggested  for  the  Commission  to 
work  with  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  to  the  plan  for  the  future  for  the  recruitment  of  bilingual  and  bicultural  staff.  A 
number  of  city  workers  will  be  retiring  either  this  year  or  next  year  in  mass,  which  would  give  this  Commission  an  opportunity  to 
work  closely  with  DHR  and  emphasize  the  hiring  of  bilingual  and  bicultural  public  contact  positions. 

REPLACEMENT  FOR  COMMISSION  SECRETARY  POSITON 

Mr.  Pham  introduced  Ms.  Marie  Mitchell  as  the  replacement  Commission  Secretary  for  Ms.  Winny  Lot,  who  has  moved  on  to  the 
Office  of  Labor  and  Standards. 

Commissioner  Lau  informed  that  this  was  Commissioner  Marlene  Tran's  last  meeting  and  that  she  will  be  missed!  She 
encouraged  her  to  stay  active  and  thanked  her  for  her  community  activism  and  dedicated  services. 

Commissioner  Lau  also  thanked  Ms.  Loi  for  all  her  many  years  of  dedicated  work  for  the  Commission. 

DIRECTOR  REPORT 

Commissioner  Escobedo  complimented  Mr.  Pham  on  his  Director's  written  report. 

(1)  Cultural  Competency  Task  Force 

Commissioner  Melara  expressed  her  concern  of  Mr.  Pham's  time  consumed  while  working  as  one  of  the  lead  staff  for  this  Task 
Force.  In  addition  to  Mr.  Pham,  other  staff  support  include  Ron  Vincent,  Department  of  Telecommunications  &  Information 
Services  and  Kevin  Matthews,  Assessor/ Recorder's  Office. 

(2)  Day  Labor  Program 

Mr.  Pham  indicated  that  the  Day  Labor  Program's  renewal  contract  has  been  signed  by  all  parties  involved  and  the  money  has 
been  released  by  the  Mayor's  Office.  La  Raza  Centro  Legal,  Inc.  already  received  their  first  check  for  reimbursement  for  July, 
August  and  September  2005.  The  RFP  for  next  year  has  gone  out,  and  there  was  only  one  application  from  La  Raza  Centro  Legal, 
Inc.  thus  far.  At  the  proposal  conference,  there  were  two  organizations  present.  La  Raza  Centro  Legal  and  the  Volunteer  America 
in  Oakland.  Volunteer  America  decided  not  to  submit  a  proposal.

On  November  18,  2005  a  bipartisan  group  of  United  States  Senators  introduced  the  Development,  Relief,  and  Education  for  Alien 
Minors  (DREAM)  Act  of  2005  (Senate  Bill  S.2075).  This  proposed  legislation  would  allow  undocumented  students  who  have  lived 
in  the  United  States  for  at  least  5  years  and  have  graduated  high  school  or  received  a  graduate  equivalency  diploma  (GED)  to 
legalize  their  immigration  status,  thereby  making  them  eligible  to  Federal  financial  aid,  and  allow  states  to  consider  these  students 
as  state  residents  for  tuition  purposes  at  state  universities  or  colleges.  The  bill  will  become  law  if  passed  by  both  houses  of 
Congress  and  signed  by  the  President  before  the  end  of  2006.

Cythnia  Cen,  Teacher,  Newcomer  High  School  informed  the  Commission  that  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
currently  has  a  proposal  before  the  School  Board  to  relocate  Newcomer  High  School  to  the  Edison  site  and  possibly  change 
their  name  to  Newcomer  Education  Center. 

Mr.  Leonid  Bluyshtein  (through  translation)  indicated  that  within  the  Russian  Community  in  San  Francisco  he  finds  it 
difficult  to  receive  materials  with  Russian  translation  during  the  election  process  (the  Election's  Department  has  translation 
in  Spanish,  Chinese,  etc.).  He  feels  the  Russian  Community  is  not  adequately  represented  and  would  like  the  Commission 
to  intervene  on  their  behalf  to  develop  materials  in  Russian,  and  asked  why  there  is  no  publication  as  to  the  nature  of  The 
Immigrant  Rights  Commission.

Dr  Sally  Al-Daher,  Executive  Director  of  the  Arab  Cultural  &  Community  Center  in  San  Francisco  informed  the  Commission  about  her  organization.  The 
Arab  Cultural  &  Community  Center  has  been  involved  with  many  aspects  in  empowering  the  Arab  community.

9.  Alert  News: 

According  to  the  National  Immigration  Law  Center  (NILC),  on  February  26, 2006,  Senator  Arlen  Specter  (R-PA)  circulated  a  draft  of  his 
immigration  reform  proposal.  The  draft  will  form  the  basis  for  Senate  Judiciary  Committee's  consideration  of  immigration  reform,  beginning 
Thursday,  March  2°^^,  and  likely  to  continuing  with  consideration  of  amendments  each  Thursday  for  the  next  2-3  weeks.  Senator  Specter  is 
the  Chair  of  that  committee. 

If  passed  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  the  bill  will  then  go  to  the  Senate  floor,  where  Senator  Bill  Frist  (R-TN)  has  scheduled  a  debate  to  start 
on  March  27'^.  This  schedule  could  change,  and  the  bill  could  look  different  as  it  comes  out  of  committee  than  it  does  today.  If  passed,  the  bill 
will  likely  to  go  the  House-Senate  conference  committee,  where  differences  between  it  and  the  bill  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  last 
December  (HR  4437)  will  be  negotiated.  The  result  may  well  be  a  law,  which  incorporates  many  of  HR  4437's  egregious  provisions.

The  members  discussed  the  power  of  the  commission  and  its  effectiveness  in  the  community.  This  issue  will  be  on  the  first  meeting  agenda 
after  the  EAS  hearing.

II.  Approval  of  Minutes:  The  Commission  approved  the  minutes  of  February,  March  and  April  2006  meetings. 

III.  Public  Comments: 


IV.  Presentation: 


Ms.  Samara  Marion  of  the  Office  of  Citizen  Complaints  (OCC)  indicated  that  since  1999,  OCC  has  received  ten  (10)  formal  language  access 
complaints.  In  each  case  indhiduals  complained  that  because  an  interpreter  or  an  officer  speaking  the  person's  primary  language  was  not 
provided,  the  accuracy  of  the  information  the  police  obtained  and  the  poUce  service  rendered  were  deficient.  According  to  Ms.  Marion,  the 
lack  of  a  qualified  interpreter  resulted  in  an  inaccurate  account  of  the  case  and  also  impacted  on  the  resident's  legal  rights. 

In  response  to  these  complaints,  the  OCC  worked  with  a  number  of  community  advocacy  groups  to  craft  a  comprehensive  language  access 
protocol  for  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  The  group  met  with  Chief  Fong  and  senior  leadership  team  in  several  times  to  persuade  the 
leadership  to  agree  to  the  proposed  language  access  protocol. 

Ms.  Marion  also  proposed  the  draft  of  Resolution  for  endorsement  of  the  OCC's  proposed  Department  General  Order  for  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  to  establish  a  comprehensive  language  access  protocol  for  limited  English  proficient  (LEP)  persons. 

Commissioner  Jones  made  the  motion  to  approve  the  proposed  draft  of  the  Resolution  and  Commissioner  Haile  seconded.  The  Conunission 
unanimously  adopted  the  proposed  Resolution  of  the  Language  Access  Protocol  for  LEP  persons. 

Mr.  Emil  DeGuzman  of  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  provided  the  update  on  the  draft  of  the  joint  Report  between  the 
Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  and  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  (IRC)  on  Real  ID  Act.  According  to  Mr.  DeGuzman,  the  Real  ID  Act 
makes  it  harder  for  people  fleeing  persecution,  torture  or  beatings  to  get  asylum  in  the  U.S.  The  Act  lets  immigration  judges  deny  asylimi  to 
victims  based  on  their  emotional  state.  Also,  asylum  seekers  must  prove  a  main  reason  their  persecutors  harmed  them  is  because  of  their 
nationality,  race,  reUgion,  political  opinion,  membership  in  a  particular  social  group.  States  have  until  May  2008  to  comply  with  the  driver's 
license  provisions  of  the  Real  ID  Act. 

Since  July  is  the  neighborhood  meeting,  The  Commission  will  take  a  formal  approval  of  the  draft  of  the  Report  on  Real  ID  Act  in  the  August 
meeting. 

V.  New  restriction  on  Medi-Cal  to  citizens  &  legal  residents 

Commissioner  Haile  indicated  that  based  on  the  Deficit  Reduction  Act,  after  February  8,  2006,  states  couldn't  receive  Medicaid  funds  unless 
they  verify  citizenship  by  checking  documents  such  as  passports  and  birth  certifications.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  needs  to 
assure  that  a  society  is  healthy  for  everyone  who  lives  here.  The  City  must  assure  that  every  person,  including  legal  and  undocumented 
immigrants  have  access  to  health  care. 

Commissioner  Hafle  request  that  the  Commission  to  pass  the  Resolution  to  urge  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  take  all  necessary 
steps  to  see  that  immigrants  of  all  kinds  and  citizens  are  able  to  get  and  continue  receiving  Medicaid  (Medi-Cal  in  California). 

Commissioner  Melara  made  the  motion  to  pass  the  proposed  Resolution  and  Commissioner  McCoy  seconded.  The  Commission  unanimously 
adopted  the  proposed  Resolution. 

VI.  EAS  Public  Hearing: 

The  Commissioners  made  suggestions  in  impro\ing  the  outcome  of  the  hearing  of  the  Equal  Access  to  City  services  (EAS)  Ordinance  in  the 
future.  The  foUovring  suggestions  were  made  by  Commissioners: 

1.  Consider  to  conduct  two  separate  hearings  -  one  for  pubUc  and  one  for  the  City  departments 

2.  More  control  in  timing  so  everyone  has  opportunity  to  speak  at  the  hearing. 


VII.  Neighborhood  meeting: 
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The  Commission  decided  to  hold  the  July  neighborhood  meeting  at  the  Visitacion  Valley  district.  The  meeting  has  been  scheduled  on  Monday, 
July  lo***  from  6:30  PM  to  8:30  PM  at  the  Visitacion  Community  Center  located  at  66  Raymond  Street. 

VIII.  Director  Report: 

1.  Update  on  the  2006  EAS  Compliance  plans: 

To  this  date,  the  Commission  received  twelve  (12)  2006  compliance  plans  from  the  following  departments:  Election,  Controller's  Office, 
Human  Services  Agency,  Public  Health,  Public  Transportation,  District  Attorney's  Office,  Emergency  Communications,  Fire  Department, 
Juvenile  Probation,  Police  Department,  Public  Defender's  Office,  Rent  Board. 

Two  (2)  City  departments  did  not  submit  their  2006  compliance  plans  are:  Adult  Probation  and  Sheriffs  Department. 

The  Commission  voted  to  request  staff  to  draft  the  non-compUance  letters  to  the  two  departments  so  the  Program  Access  Committee  can 
review  it  and  the  Commission  can  approve  it. 

2.  Commission's  Budget  Proposal:

At  this  meeting,  the  members  of  the  Task  Force  approved 
unanimously  the  final  draft  of  the  Recommendation  Report.  The  Task  Force  will  schedule  a  meeting  with  the  Mayor  to  officially  present  the 
Report  to  the  Mayor. 

4.  Second  Summit  on  Immigrant  Rights  in  2006:

II.  Approval  of  Minutes:  The  Commission  approved  the  minutes  of  June  and  July  2006  meetings. 

III.  Public  Comments: 
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IV.  Presentation: 


Mr.  Ed\\'in  Lee  made  his  first  appearance  at  the  Commission  meeting  as  the  Cits'  Administrator.  Mr.  Lee  indicated  that  he  would  tr>-  to  attend 
the  Commission  meetings  regularly  to  pro\1de  updates  on  issues  related  directly  to  the  quality  of  life  of  immigrants  here  in  San  Francisco.  At 
this  meeting,  Mr.  Lee  provides  the  updates  on  the  following  areas: 

*  General  Ser\ices  Agency  (GSA):  Has  been  restructured  to  modernize  the  San  Francisco  government  service  dehvery  s>'stem  to  better 
sen'e  the  residents.  A  number  of  cit>'  departments  have  been  relocated  to  be  under  the  Human  Resources  Dept,  where  its  Director  vntU  provide 
services  to  all  agencies  reported  to  the  City  Administrator.  This  nevs'  system  establishes  more  specific  performance  criteria  and  accountabiIit>' 
for  cit>'  departments. 

*  3-1-1  Customer  Call  Center:  this  is  a  new  initiative  and  an  important  project,  scheduled  to  roU  out  in  March  2007.  The  City 
Administrator's  Office  v\'ill  oversee  the  operation  of  this  3-1-1  project. 

*  CuJtural  Competenc>':  It  is  important  to  the  success  of  efforts  to  better  serve  the  limited  EngHsh-speaking  residents  in  San  Francisco. 
Mr.  Lee  stated  he  is  fuUy  committed  to  comply  vsith  the  Equal  Access  Ordinance  (EAS).  Mr.  Lee  will  work  v\ith  the  GSA's  city  department 
heads  to  ensure  that  thev'  work  closely  v\ith  the  Commission  in  the  effort  to  comply  with  the  ordinance  in  better  serve  the  LEP  residents.  At 
the  meeting  v\ith  a  number  of  Commissioners,  members  of  the  communitv'  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Superviors  Aaron  Peskin  discussed 
wav's  to  enhance  the  current  EAS  Ordinance  through  the  language  amendments  and  creation  of  a  central  Office  of  Language  Access.  This 
proposed  office  would  be  located  in  the  Citv"  Administrator's  Office  and  it  vsill  report  to  both  Mr.  Lee  and  this  Commission,  which  has  the 
oversight  of  the  EAS.  In  September  2006,  Mr.  Lee  vntU  attend  a  national  conference  on  Equal  Access  in  New  York  City  and  will  meet  vdth  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Immigrant  Affairs  to  learn  more  of  their  efibrt  in  dealing  v\ith  the  language  access. 

*  Capital  Improvement:  Mr.  Lee  also  announced  that  his  office  is  conducting  a  survey  regarding  the  number  of  building  structures 
being  used  by  the  non-profit  organizations  VNithin  the  cit>'  boundaiy.  About  50%  of  cit>'  services  have  been  provided  by  the  non-profit 
organizations,  therefore,  this  ratio  also  must  reflect  in  the  number  of  cit>-  properties  being  used  by  these  organizations.  Mr.  Lee  also  informed 
the  Commission  that  his  office  has  been  given  the  authorit>'  to  provide  the  oversight  of  the  Treasure  Island  and  Mission  Bay. 

*  Day  Labor  Program  Contract:  Currently,  the  Citj'  is  revievsing  the  new  two-year  contract  for  the  Day  Labor  Program.  The  main  effort 
is  to  identi^'  the  solutions  to  address  concerns  of  the  neighborhoods  and  also  provide  safety  measures  for  the  day  laborers. 

Commissioner  Escobedo  raised  the  foIlovNing  questions  regarding  the  Commission:  support  staff,  role  of  the  Commission  in  terms  of  staff 
supervision,  budget,  and  the  EAS  compliance. 

Mr.  Lee  stated  he  is  committed  to  provide  adequate  support  staff  to  the  Commission  after  carefully  review  and  discuss  vsith  staff,  and  working 
closely  with  the  Commission  and  staff  to  identify-  resources.  Mr.  Lee  also  confirmed  that  he,  as  the  Cit>-  Administrator,  v\ill  be  the  direct 
supervisor  of  the  Commission's  Executh'e  Director.  The  Commission  can  provide  the  staff  evaluation  input  directly  to  him.  Regarding  efforts 
to  enhance  the  EAS  Ordinance,  Mr.  Lee  indicated  that  there  is  no  timeline  for  the  amendment  of  the  language  of  the  ordinance  set  by  the  Cit>^ 
Attorney's  Office.  Mr.  Lee  also  indicated  that  his  office  is  looking  into  hiring  a  consultant  to  assist  the  Cit>-  in  the  process  in  establishing  the 
Office  of  Language  Access  including  the  mission,  organizational  structure,  staff  qualifications,  staff  responsibflitv',  etc.  The  Immigrant  Rights 
Commission  stDl  has  the  responsibDitj*  to  monitor  the  compliance  of  the  Citv"  departments  according  to  the  ElAS.  The  consultant  vsiU  work 
closely  vsith  the  Commission  and  staff  in  the  area  of  compHance  monitoring. 

V.  Structure  of  the  Commission: 

Commissioner  Melara  indicated  that  the  Commission's  By-Lavre  need  to  be  circulated  among  the  Commissioners  so  the  members  can  have  a 
better  understanding  of  their  roles  and  if  necessary,  the  members  can  propose  amendments  to  the  by-laws. 

Commissioner  Dajani  commented  that  the  Commission  should  follow  the  Bylaws  for  election  purposes. 

Commissioner  Escobedo  indicated  that  the  Executive  Committee  needs  to  be  put  in  place.  This  Committee  should  include  the  chair,  vice 
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chair,  and  committee  chairs,  and  the  immediate  past  chair  and  vice  chair. 

Commission  Haile  suggested  that  the  Commission  should  implement  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  Commission's  retreat.  She  also  added 
that  there  were  folks  in  the  community  that  were  impressed  with  the  works  of  the  Commission  in  the  area  of  public  advocacy.  Commissioner 
Haile  suggested  that  the  Commission  need  to  define  the  function  of  the  proposed  Executive  Committee  at  the  next  meeting  before  voting  on  it.

Mr.  Paul  Zarefsky  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  discussed  with  the  members  of  the  Commission  the  issues  related  to  the  pubUc  meeting 
laws.  The  Sunshine  Ordinance  applies  to  policy  bodies.  Policy  bodies  include  all  of  the  City's  boards  and  commissions,  any  advisory  body, 
committee  or  council  created  by  the  initiative  of  a  Board  or  a  Commission.  The  Sunshine  Ordinance  goes  beyond  the  Brown  Act  by  requiring 
certain  gatherings  that  are  not  subject  to  the  formal  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act  or  Sunshine  Ordinance  comply  with  passive  meeting 
rules.  The  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  Ordinance  apply  to  all  meetings  of  pohcy  bodies.  A  meeting  occurs  whenever  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  a  policy  body  come  together  at  the  same  time  and  the  same  place.  The  Sunshine  Ordinance  protects  the  pubUc's  right  to  observe  and 
participate  in  the  meetings  of  a  pohcy  body. 

Mr.  Zarefsky  also  indicates  that  there  are  limited  instances  where  a  majority  of  a  pohcy  body  may  be  present  at  an  event,  without  their 
attendance  constituting  a  meeting  of  the  policy  body.  A  majority  of  members  of  a  policy  body  may  attend  the  following  events  without  their 
attendance  constituting  a  quorum:  conference,  purely  social,  ceremonial,  recreational  gathering,  etc. 

In  addition,  social,  recreational  or  ceremonial  occasions  sponsored  or  organized  by  or  for  a  pohcy  body  are  subject  to  the  passive 
meeting  provisions  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

VI.  Create  the  Executive  Committee: 


Commissioner  Melara  presents  the  draft  of  the  role  and  responsibility  of  the  proposed  Executive  Committee.  The  main  task  of  the 
Executive  Committee  is  quickly  response  in  case  of  extreme  or  urgency  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  Commission  meeting  but  the 
Commission  needs  to  ratify  at  the  next  full  Commission  meeting.

V.  Presentation: 

City  Administrator  Edwin  Lee  reports  to  the  Commission  of  the  Language  Access  Summit  in  New  York  City  from  September  27  to  29, 
2006  organized  by  Annie  Casey  Foundation. 

The  goals  of  the  Summit: 

1.  Support  the  expansion  of  promising  and  cost  effective  language  access  practices  in  social  service  and  other  pubUc  agencies; 

2.  Support  capacity  building  and  peer-learning  between  practitioners;  and 

3.  Identify  clear  outcome  measures  to  access  poUcy  support  and  increased  language  access  services. 


At  this  Summit,  the  participants  help  to  shed  light  on  what  is  needed  to  strengthen  the  language  access  programs  generally  and  what  issues  and  challenges 
should  be  the  focus  of  the  Summit's  future  activities.  In  addition,  the  participants  continue  to  identify  and  develop  a  national  cohort  of  professionals 
dedicated  to  strengthening  language  access  services  in  public  agencies. 

Despite  issues  and  problems,  San  Francisco  still  do  a  better  job  to  deliver  its  services  to  all  residents  including  the  limited  English  speaking  residents.  The 
Commission's  Report  on  the  Equal  Access  to  City  services  (EAS)  and  the  Report  from  the  Mayor's  Cultural  &  Competency  Task  Force  did  provide  a  fresh 
look  of  the  efforts  in  dealing  with  the  language  access. 

In  the  area  of  emergency  preparedness,  the  City  Administrator's  Office  commits  the  adequate  resources  to  assist  all  residents  to  understand  the  necessary 
steps  to  prepare  for  the  natural  disasters.  The  City  wants  to  go  ahead  to  correct  any  problems  and  make  it  work  for  all  residents  including  immigrants.

Commissioner  Melara  presents  the  revised  draft  of  the  role  and  responsibflity  of  the  proposed  Executive  Committee  to  the  Commission 
for  approval.

Commissioner  Enssani  reported  to  the  Commission  of  the  revoked  entry  visas  for  Iranian  nationals  at  the  various  US  ports  of  entry, 
including  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  (SFO)  in  early  August  2006. 

These  Iranians  are  coming  here  to  attend  the  fourth  reunion  of  Sharif  University  of  Technology  Association  (SUTA)  from  August  4  to 
August  6, 2006  in  San  Francisco.  The  immigration  and  border  control  officers  at  the  these  ports  of  entry  revoked  about  eighty  (80)  visas 
without  any  advance  notices  or  stated  reasons.  Most  of  these  individuals  were  informed  upon  their  arrival  at  these  ports  of  entry  where  they 
were  detained  and  returned  for  attempting  to  enter  the  US  illegally. 

Commission  voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  draft  of  the  Resolution  proposed  by  Commissioner  Enssani  to  urge  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  send  an  official  letter  to  the  US  Department  of  State  to  abolish  the  "black  list"  of  the  Iranians  who  had  gone  trough  the 
appropriate  security  checks  by  the  US  Department  of  State  before  they  were  granted  the  entry  visas.

»  (Item  C,  first  paragraph):  "  Members  of  the  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  (IRC)  shall  notify  the  Commission  Secretary  or  the  Executive  Director  if 

she  or  he  is  All  commissioner  absences  shall  be  deemed  'excused  absences',  if  the  commission  secretary  or  the  appropriate  staff  representative  is 

in  ad\'ance  of  the  meeting  about  the  absence." 

»  (Item  C,  second  paragraph):  "Commissioners  are  expected  to  attend  at  least  80%  of  the  annual  meetings  If  the  attendance  criteria  has  not  been 

met,  the  Chairperson  shall  bring  the  matter  to  the  Commission's  attention  " 

VIII.  Revoked  visas  for  Iranian  nationals: 

Commissioner  Enssani  re-briefed  the  Commission  with  background  information  on  the  case  of  revoked  entry  \'isas  for  Iranian  nationals  at  the 
various  US  ports  of  entry,  including  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  (SFO)  in  early  August  2006. 

These  Iranians  scholars  arrived  in  the  US  to  attend  the  fourth  reunion  of  Sheriff  Universit)'  of  Technolog\'  Association  (SUTA)  from  August  4  to  6, 
2006  in  San  Francisco.  The  immigration  and  border  control  officers  at  these  ports  of  entrj'  revoked  about  eighty  (80)  \isas  without  any  ad^■ance 
notices  or  stated  reasons.  Most  of  these  indi\iduals  were  informed  upon  their  arri\'al  at  their  ports  of  entr>'  where  they  were  detained  and  returned 
for  attempting  to  enter  the  US  illegally. 

At  the  meeting  on  October  10,  2006,  the  Commission  approved  a  draft  of  resolution  proposed  by  Commissioner  Enssani  to  urge  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  send  an  official  letter  to  the  US  Department  of  State  to  abolish  the  "black  list"  of  the  Iranians  who  had  gone  trough  the 
appropriate  security  checks  by  the  US  Department  of  State  before  they  were  granted  the  entrj-  \isas.  The  draft  of  resolution  will  also  be  fonvarded  to 
Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi. 


Followed  Commissioner  Enssani's  briefing,  three  Iranian-Americans  shared  their  experiences  of  being  treated  differently  by  authorities,  which  they 
felt  was  due  to  their  ethnicit>'. 

A.  US  citizen  for  more  than  20  years  is  a  frequent  international  business  traveler.  In  June  2006,  upon  his  arrival  at  SFO  from  a  trip  to  Hong  Kong,  he 
was  selected  for  baggage  to  be  searched  by  the  Custom.  During  the  baggage  check,  he  was  rudely  questioned  by  the  Custom  Officer  in  details; 
however,  with  some  questions  that  did  not  appear  to  be  appropriate.  (Questions  such  as  "Do  you  like  your  job?",  "Do  you  like  your  boss?",  and 
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questions  on  company  profiles.)  He  reported  tliat  this  encounter  was  different  from  any  his  previous  traveling  experiences.  Hence,  he  requested  the 
Commission  to  further  investigate  his  case. 

The  Commission  suggested  that  he  submit  a  formal  complain  to  the  US  Customs  and  Boarder  Protection  and  the  Airport  Commission  on  the 
mistreatment. 

1.  A  journalist  in  San  Francisco  shared  that  her  colleague  who  is  responsible  for  organizing  cultural  events  have  been  facing  difficulty  bringing  Iranian 
artists  to  the  US.  Their  requests  for  visa  for  Iranian,  especially  those  who  have  no  connection,  were  usually  denied  by  the  US  government. 

The  issue  is  not  within  the  IRC  authority.  Hence,  Commissioner  Escobado  suggested  she  contact  the  American  Civil  Liberty  Union  (ACLU) 
for  further  assistance. 

1.  San  Jose  International  Airport  since  August  2006  as  an  illegal  immigrant  upon  her  re-entry  to  the  US  from  a  trip  to  Iran  to  visit  her  seriously  ill 
parent. 

The  couple  formerly  resided  in  San  Francisco  where  the  husband  petitioned  for  his  wife.  However,  since,  they  have  moved  to  San  Jose.  The 
couple  thus  requested  the  follow-up  interview  location  be  changed  and  be  held  in  San  Jose.  Upon  the  wife's  re-entiy  to  the  US,  the 
Immigration  Officer  detained  her  as  illegal  immigrant  because  she  failed  to  appear  at  the  interview  in  San  Francisco. 

Due  to  the  legal  sensitivity  of  the  case,  Commissioner  Escobado  suggested  to  the  Iranian-American  to  further  consult  his  lawyer  and  if 
he/she  agrees,  they  may  propose  a  letter  of  support  for  the  Commission  to  sign-on.  The  Commission  also  appointed  an  ad-hoc  committee 
headed  by  Commissioner  Ensanni.  She  was  asked  to  work  v^ath  staff  and  contact  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi's  office  for  their  assistance 
on  the  case. 


IX.  The  Director's  Report: 

1.  New  i^pointments  to  the  Commission: 

Supervisor  Elsbemd  administered  the  oath  for  new  Commissioner  Angus  McCarthy  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Legislative  Chamber  at  the  City  Hall 
on  November  2,  2006. 

2.  Day  Labor  Contract: 

The  Finance  and  Operations  Committee  tentatively  scheduled  to  monitor  the  Day  Labor  Program  on  November  20,  2006.  The  City  plans  to  build 
a  linkage  between  Day  Labor  Program  and  the  CityBuild  program  under  its  newly  approved  two-year  contract.  Through  such  collaboration,  the 
City  can  better  serve  the  day  laborers  through  training  academy  and  employment  opportunities. 

3.  Language  Access: 

A  meeting  among  City  Administrator  Edwin  Lee,  3-1-1  Customer  Call  Center,  Department  of  Telecommunication  and 
Information  Services  (DTIS),  ATT  &  SBC,  and  Language  Line  Company  took  place  on  November  8,  2006  to  explore 
possibilities  of  a  master  contract  for  translation  and  interpretation  services.  City  Administrator  Lee  strongly  emphasized 
that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  wants  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Access  to  Services  (EAS)  Ordinance.  According  to  the  EAS 
Ordinance,  City  departments  must  provide  language  interpretation  and  translation  services  in  the  primary  languages 
spoken  by  the  LEP  residents.  Most  of  the  City  departments,  such  as  Police  Department,  Emergency  Communications, 
Sheriffs  Office,  Fire  Department,  Adult  Probation,  Juvenile  Probation,  etc.  are  using  the  Language  Line  to  provide  instant 
translation  or  interpretation  over  the  telephone  line. 

The  trained  translators  and  interpreters  of  the  Language  Line  can  serve  170  different  languages.  The  Language  Line 
Services  interpreters  listen  to  the  LEP  callers  and  then  summarize  the  message  to  accurately  convey  its  original  meaning 
to  the  City  department  staff  members.  The  translators  and  interpreters  do  not  interpret  word-for-word,  but  meaning- 
for-meaning.  Currently,  the  3-1-1  Customer  Call  Center  has  a  contract  with  the  Language  Line  to  provide  interpretation 
and  translation  services  over  the  phone  line. 

4.  Special  Order  Related  to  the  Language  Access: 

A  group  of  Language  Coalition  suggested  to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD)  to  amend  the  current  General 
Order  to  better  serve  the  immigrant  residents.  The  purpose  of  the  order  is  to  define  the  importance  of  effective  and 
accurate  communication  between  SFPD  members  and  the  community  they  serve.  Additionally,  the  Police  Department  has 
committed  to  develop  a  training  video  on  this  topic  for  all  members  of  the  Police  Department. 

X.  Committees'  Reports: 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Program  and  Access  Committee  wall  take  place  on  November  29,  2006  at  5:30  PM  at  the  City  Hall.

Chairperson  Sonia  Melara  commenced  the  Commission's  annual  retreat  w/ith  a  warm  welcome,  expressing  her  deep  appreciation  for  the  commissioners' 
willingness  to  set  aside  a  beautiful  Saturday  from  their  busy  schedule.  She  also  welcomed  and  conveyed  a  special  thank  you  to  Mr.  Ed  Lee  whose  office 
generously  provided  the  funds  for  the  facilitator  and  continental  breakfast. 

Self-Introductions  were  moved  until  after  Mr.  Lee's  presentation  to  accommodate  the  arrival  of  other  Commissioners  who  had  not  yet  arrived. 

Mr.  Lee  articulated  his  commitment  to  help  Commissioners  accomplish  their  goals  and  take  an  active  role  in  implementing  the  Equal  Access  to  Services 
Ordinance  (EAS).  Mr.  Lee  offered  to  ensure  that  his  office  took  the  lead  with  the  Ordinance  by  making  certain  that  those  departments  he  administers  are  in 
compliance  and  are  following  the  spirit  of  the  Ordinance.  Mr.  Lee  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to  be  explicit  with  the

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Commission's  annual  goals  in  order  to  assess  its  budget  needs.  He  also  indicated  that  the  Mayor  has  already  held  two  budget  meetings  asking  city 
departments  to  try  to  do  more  with  reduced  budgets.  There  will  be  at  least  a  3  percent  across-the-board  cut  in  the  coming  year  with  city  departments  being 
asked  to  keep  costs  down  by  seeking  cost-cutting  measures  such  as  working  across  departments  and  borrowing  staff. 

The  Office  of  Language  Services  to  be  established  does  not  have  staff.  A  consultant  will  be  retained  to  design  the  charge  for  the  office.  This  consultant  will 
provide  technical  assistance  to  departments  that  have  been  identified  as  having  language  services  deficiencies  or  need  assistance  with  compliance.  Mr.  Lee 
has  been  told  that  many  departments  do  not  have  the  resources  to  translate  all  of  their  materials.  He  would  like  a  plan  to  ensure  that  all  city  departments 
have  the  resources  to  complete  translations  of  text,  websites  and  other  critical  communication  pieces  to  the  general  public. 

A  number  of  Commissioners  asked  for  clarification  about  the  Commission's  breadth  of  authority.  Mr.  Lee  explained  that  the  Commission  was  an  independent 
body  in  terms  of  its  voice.  It  has  independent  authority  to  issue  any  opinion  based  on  immigrant  rights  across  departments.  In  terms  of  budget,  the 
Commission  goes  through  the  GSA.  If  the  Commission  decides  that  a  campaign  was  necessary  to  surface  an  issue,  Mr.  Lee  offered  assistance  in  ensuring 
that  it  was  effective.  The  Commission  does  not  have  administrative  authority.  Although,  the  Commission  does  have  the  authority  to  exercise  authority  or 
provide  remedy  on  individual  cases,  it  can  ensure  that  people  who  come  to  ask  for  assistance  are  referred  to  the  appropriate  sources  for  resolution.  The 
Commission  can  also  make  sure  that  all  communications  and  policies  in  the  city  are  welcoming  to  immigrants,  particularly  those  who  are  not  English  speakers, 
to  enable  them  to  participate  fully. 

A  Commissioner  explained  that  the  Commission's  authority  comes  through  statute.  When  asked  who  in  Mr.  Lee's  office  would  attend  to  compliance  plans, 
conduct  an  analysis,  assess  where  departments  may  be  deficient,  and  draft  a  memo  with  recommendations  regarding  non-compliance  with  EAS,  it  became 
evident  that  the  piece  that  was  missing  was  the  availability  of  a  staffer  with  technical  expertise  who  could  act  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.  Commissioners 
expressed  the  need  for  staff  that  could  proactively  enforce  EAS.  While  consultants  can  tackle  a  flexible  range  of  issues,  it  was  deemed  important  to  have 
someone  in  the  LSO  to  be  responsible  for  raising  issues;  someone  who  could  function  as  a  compliance  officer  who  would  work  under  Mr.  Lee  and  ensure  that 
the  Commission  is  informed  and  continue  to  exercise  authority  over  compliance  matters. 

Mr.  Lee  informed  Commissioners  that  each  Commission  was  being  asked  to  work  with  Miguel  Bustos,  a  recently-hired  Senior  Mayoral  Aide  who  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  liaison  with  tfie  President  of  each  Commission.  Through  tfie  Mayor's  Office,  the  Commission  can  use  tfie  lobbyists  at  the  federal 
and  state  levels  who  can  work  to  bring  its  influence  beyond  the  San  Francisco  sphere. 

As  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Lee  proceeded,  it  became  clear  that  having  a  compliance  officer  was  a  budget  priority  for  the  Commission  for  the  next  fiscal 
year.  City  departments  may  also  need  some  training  on  how  to  comply  with  the  ordinance.  This  would  require  additional  funding. 

Mr.  Lee  indicated  that  the  Commission  should  consider  working  with  otfier  City  Commissions  to  expand  its  image  and  authority.  The  Immigrant  Rights 
Commission  is  one  of  thirty  commissions.  He  encouraged  joint  commission  meetings  with  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissions  as  well  as  the  Juvenile  Justice 
Commission.  He  also  conveyed  the  importance  of  informing  the  Mayor  of  the  Commissioners'  desire  to  collaborate.  The  Mayor  has  mandated  department 
heads  to  collaborate,  seeing  this  as  an  effective  way  for  the  city  to  work  across  departments — breaking  out  of  silos. 


Many  questions  were  raised  about  311 ,  the  language  line, 
public  about  the  ordinance? 


Will  the  language  line  have  any  publicity?  Can  this  Commission  piggyback  on  311  to  educate  the 


Mr.  Lee's  response  included  statements  that  addressed  his  office's  efforts  to  reduce  duplication  of  contracts  with  multiple  language  services  vendors.  The 
language  line  is  willing  and  has  the  capacity  to  add  other  languages  to  the  city's  services  as  tfiey  have  done  with  other  large  cities  like  New  York  and  Chicago. 
The  Commissioners  requested  for  Mr.  Lee  to  pursue  additional  languages  as  reflected  by  the  multiplicity  of  languages  spoken  by  city  residents  in  many 
neighborhoods  such  as  Tagalog,  Vietnamese,  and  Farsi.  The  Commissioners  requested  that  the  LSO  go  beyond  the  2000  Census  to  determine  language 
needs  as  it  under-represents  many  other  languages.  In  closing,  Mr.  Lee  committed  to  providing  Commissioners  with  the  school  district  data  on  LEP  students 
to  find  out  the  number  of  English  deficient  children  and  the  number  of  children  who  have  become  FEP,  which  will  then  provide  an  estimate  of  the  number  of 
parerrts  who  are  limited  English  proficient.  Mr.  Lee  graciously  ended  his  presentation  with  encouraging  and  inspirational  words. 

Beth  Resales,  the  facilitator,  stated  that  the  day's  schedule  was  full  but  doable.  She  explained  that  the  foci  of  this  retreat  were  three-fold: 
1 )  To  review  last  year's  goals 

2)  To  set  goals  for  this  year 

3)  To  plan  for  resources  needed  to  achieve  this  year's  goals. 

Each  commissioner  gave  a  brief  introduction  of  him/herself.  Each  commissioner  was  asked  to  introduce  him/herseff  beyond  their  professional  titles  and 
business  card  identification.  In  good  spirit,  commissioners  described  the  different  hats  that  they  wore  on  any  given  day  and  shared  insights  on  how  they 
identified  themselves.  Afterwards,  the  Commission  considered  short  term  and  long-term  goals. 

Chair  Sonia  Melara  introduced  this  portion  of  the  retreat.  She  made  brief  comments  on  last  year's  retreat  indicating  that  the  Commissioners  discussed  many 
ideas  but  did  not  come  up  with  a  plan  or  a  timeline.  For  this  retreat,  she  asked  tfie  Commissioners  to  consider  these  key  questions:  What  is  our  big  picture? 
Who  are  we  impacting?  What  results  do  we  want  to  have?  What  difference  can  we  make?  What  do  we  need  to  do  to  get  there?  Commissioners
